Data collected by the Association of Research 
Libraries (ARL) -in a survey of salaries of library professionals for 
the fiscal years 1975*76 are analyzed. Tables and graphs display: (1) 
personnel distribution by salary level, 1974-76; (2) analysis of 
salaries at ARL university libraries, 1969*1976, cOfparlng salary 
indices to consuner - price indices; (3) aedian ^nd beginning 
professional salaries in ARL libraries; (4) aedian and beginning 
salaries in non*university libraries; (5) aed^an salaries in 
university libraries froa 1974-1977 in rank order, (AP) 
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INTRODUCTION j 

A review of the salary data provided this year by ARL libraries indi-

cates that ARL university librarians may experience a slight .gain (3,8%) 
in purchasing power this year for the first t|ime in four years (See chart' 
below) . ^ * , " • 
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UNIVERSITY LIBRARY SALARIES AND THE COST OF LIVING

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In analyzing the exact nature of. this apparent economic recovery 
Kowever, ^certain-tradeoff costs must be figured into the computations;, 
For example, in order to provide librarians wi'th an increase in real ■ < 
income, it appears that a number of libraries have had to reduce the 
size of their sta^fe^ Specifically, iu t,he past year 86, ARL universi- 
ty libraries reduced by a total of 110, the number of professional posi- ^ 
tions in their librai;ies. ; ' ' • 

In addition, thfe significance of the gradual increase in thi pro- 
portion of librarian* in. the higher salary brackets* mus) b<y^ighed 
Against the professional as well^as economic implications of the de- 
^ crease in turnover rates, which in turn affects the number of librarians 
being hired at' the entry ^levels. 

While each Xkl library must analyze and interpret the data from the 
survey b^sed upon its own interests :and needs, it is clear that in our 
labor-intensive libraries, where approximately 60 percent of the total 
operating expenditures is used for salaries ajid wage^ , the figures as 
presented may have profbund impl ications , not ony for the continuing 
health of the profession., but a*so for the quality of services, in ARL 
libraries. . ■

This survey -deals with position salaries for the fiscal year 197-5-76,/ 
as well' as for the new fiscal year. Fot most libraries this means tl>e 
survey will cover budgeted positions ^ot .the period July 1 , 1975 
through 'June 30, .1976, and* estimated salary figures for July 1, 1976. 
through June 30, 1977. . ' ^ ^ ^ 

The survey is concerned with the salaries for professional positions 
only. Since the criteria for determining professional status vary 
ajhong libraries, there is no attempt to define the term "prof essional . " 
Each library should report the salaries of those staff members it Con- 
siders professional^, including, when appropriate, staff who are not 
librarians in the strict sense of the term, such as computer experts, 
sys,t em. analysts , budget of f icers , ..etc . ' 

Salaries are^reported for all available professional positions, whether 
filled or unfilTed. - \

Salaries are reported for full-time positions only. Part-time pos;^iohs 
are computed in terms of -full-time equivalents. \ 

The salaries for all professional positions are Included, regardless of 
whether the salaries come from the regular library budget or from special 
funds such as research grants. 

The salary figures are, straight gross figures. Fringe benefits are\ not 
inc luded . , . \' 

The median salaries for the total number of positions in both university 
and nonuniversity libraries- are approximations. Exact medians are not 
indicated because individual salaries are not reported, only salary ranges 

When beginning professional salaries are reported as a range, the lower . 
figure is used for the tabulation. 

Explanatory, footnotes to the reported figures are provided when n^essary.
